Sacred Plate of the Altar, and my Library of 
Books were, both, Preſerved ; tho themſelves 
declar'd their firſt Inſtructions were to ſeize 
them. No doubt on it { For the Communton 
Plate, thoſe Sacred Veſſels dedicated to God, in 
the Service of the Bleſſed Sacrament, would have 
been too delicious a Morſel, to theſe Sons of 


Sacrilege, to have been foregone. 


And to have ſeen the Fathers of the beſt 
Edition, and the Councils, Body's of Divi- 
nity, &c.

But, 
then, he who before would have taken my 
Security, could not be prevail'd upon, by the 
Prayers and Entreaties of the compaſſionate 
Company that ſtood by, only to Accept the 
Security of all that were preſent, for the Bed 
which the ſick Child was in, in the Height and 
Paroxyſm of her Diſtemper, which their 
Cruelty had brought upon her. To this they 
would, by no means, be Entreated; No: 
But after all, they forc'd the very Bed away 
from her, fo that if I had not found ſome 
other Place to ſend her to, She muſt have Pe⸗ 
riſh d in that Condition upon the bare Floor. 
This was their Mercy! 

And in this Condition it is that I have been 


proceeded againſt ; bereav'd and diſ. ſeiz d of 


what I had, on Account of doing my Duty, 


and that which I was Swoꝛn to perform, 


upon the ſolema Sanction of my Prieſtko2d.

For it is acruel Fiction and 
Falſhood they have Reported, and what ſome 
who are our Friends have been roo credulous

One would haye imagined, that their Ma- 
lice might have reſted here; that it might have 
been Glutted with the compleat Deſtruction 


they have brought upon me, and my diſtreſ- 


ſed Family: But to ſhewꝭ that their Cruelty 
has no End, that it is inſatiable, and beyond 
all the Degrees of Humanity, the vile Forge- 
ries and Calumny, the Villanous Falſhoods 
and Slanders, which would make a Moral 
Heathen Trembie upon the very Thoughts 
of 'em, arc ſufficient Demonſtrations what the 
Mercy of this Generation of Vipers is.
